LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (BP) 
—The Arkansas Baptist Med- 
ical Center here has request- 
ed the Arkansas Baptist State 
Convention to sever its ties 
with the hospit@l in order to 
free the medical center to ac- 
cept federal grants and loans. 

In a lengthy statement is- 
sued by the hospital’s board 
of trustees, the hospital said 
it will lose a minimum of 
$150,000 per year as a result 
of Medicare and that the only 
alternative is to accept fed- 
eral grants. 


Racial 
Violence 


Deplored 


CARBONDALE, Ill. (BP)— 
An editorial in The Illinois 
Baptist published here has 

- deplored racial violence in 
Chicago, saying that such 
riots hurt rather than help the 
Negroes’ quest for freedom 
and civil rights. 

“This lapse into street 
fighting takes the Negro from 
the-role. of the-underdog striv- 
ing through legitimate means 
to secure his rights, and casts 
him into the role of the law- 
less,’ the editorial said. 

“No one volunteers to 
march with him down this 
road,”’ wrote L. H. Moore, edi- 
tor of the weekly publication 
of the Illinois Baptist State 
Association (Southern 
Baptist). | 

Moore said that the Negro 
movement, before Watts and 
Chicago, Cleveland and New 
York, had ‘‘won the sympathy 
of a great many Americans in 
all sections of the nation.” 

“Much of this sympathy 
was dissipated as the mobs 
of lawless Negroes took to the 
streets. in rioting,’’ he said. 

“Vielence is the - same 
whether it is in rural Missis- 
sippi or in Chicago’s West 
Side,”” the editorial said. “It 
can end only in death and de- 
struction.” 

Moore charged that the 
riots were “triggered by ir- 
responsible and lawless ele- 
ments,’’ and observed that the 
violence ‘‘negated much of

€@ proposal that a non-profit, 
private, self-perpetuating as- 
sociation composed of present 
and past members of the hos- 
Pital’s board of trustees be 
created, and that officia) ties 
with the state convention be 
severed. 

The association, composed 
entirely of Baptists, would 
meet annually and elect 4 
board of trustees to operate 
the hospital, if the recommen- 
dation is approved by both the 
Executive Board and the state 
convention, which meets in 
November. 

It is apparently the first 
time that a hospital-owned by 
a Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion - affiliated state Baptist 
body has asked that it be 
freed from convention contro! 
to accept federal grants. 

Earlier this year, a Baptist 
hospital in Miami, Fla., asked 
that its ties be severed with 
the Miami Baptist Associa- 
tion, but the hospital was 
owned by the association 
rather than-the .state conven- 
tion. 

“The crisis which has exist- 
ed in the operation of Baptist 
hospitals for the past 20 years 
has now. been intensified by 
the implementation of Medi- 
care,"" said the statement 
from the Arkansas hospital’s 
board of trustees.

Baptist Missions

Major racial crises have 

brought on a long hot sum- 
mer for Southern Baptist mis- 
sionaries in three metropolitan 
centers. 

In the Watts area of Los 
Angeles, the tense atmosphere 
blocked a Southern Baptist 
plan to penetrate the area. 

Later in June, riots broke 
out in Chicago, a Puerto 
Rican neighborhood, rumbling 
at the doorstep of a Southern 
Baptist chapel, a church-type 
mission that majors in a 
weekday program. 

A bullet imbedded in the 
wall of a newly decorated 
worship area and several bul- 
let holes in the new sign that 
reads Rockwell Baptist 
Chapel remain as grim re- 
minders of the violence. 

And more recently, a Bap- 
tist church on the fringes of 
the riot-stricken East Cleve- 
land area pledged in a 
Wednesday night business ses- 
sion not to sell out and move 
in the face of Negroes who 
are moving into the neighbor- 
hood. 

In a July business meeting, 
the Lakeside Baptist Church 
in that tense Cleveland area 
voted to ask the Southern

opened two weeks earlier at 
the Crescent Theater in Nash- 
ville, replacing the movie, 
“The Ten Commandments.” 

Three days after the movie 

, a Nashville police 
officer closed the movie, con- 
fiscated the film, and arrest- 
ed the theater manager on 
charges of violating a city code 
which prohibits indecent ex- 
posure and profanity in a 
movie. 

It was a Baptist deacon 
who started the whole thing. 
Sgt. Fred Cobb, the officer 
who made the arrest, called 
the movie ‘‘a disgrace.” A 
deacon at Hillhust Baptist 
Church here, Cobb and .his 
wife had seen a portion of 
the movie the night before, 
but had left ‘‘in disgust.” 

Three days later, a local 
court tossed out the case 
against the movie, and the 
theater manager almost im- 
mediately filed a $50,000 dam- 
age suit against Sgt. Cobb. 
Judge Andrew Doyle ruled 
that Sgt. Cobb's obscenity 
charges were made under an 
ordinance which applies only 
to live performances. . An 
ordinance which would have 
been applicable provides for a 
board of movie censors, but 
such a board has never been 
appointed in Nashville.

The editor also observed 
that the riots “cast some 


on the part of such Negroes 
of the real issues involved.” 

“If the Chicago riot could 
be cooled off by the installa- 
tion of water sprinklers on 
fire hydrants and the promise 
of swimming pools and parks, 
one wonders how serious is 
the cause they espouse. 

“After all, generations of 
Americans have been reared 
without sprinklers, swimming 
pools and parks, and have 
achieved a good place in life 
despite this privation.” 

“The same proposals cause 
one to wander how wise is a 
city which looks at such slight 
concessions as the answer to 
racial problems,” the editor 
wrote.

He'll 
tell you immediately it is the 
uniform church letter to his 
local Baptist association. 

About this time each year 
the church clerk gets the job 
of ferreting out tons of infor- 
mation about the progress of 
his church since last October 
1 which he shares with sev- 
eral Baptist bodies. 


The information ranges 
from the general! charac- 
teristics of the church to the 
number of boys, 9-11, in a 
Royal Ambassador chapter. 

It also requests the number 
of ministers the church 
licensed and ordained, how 
much money the church re- 
ceived and gave, and to 
whom. : 

Furthermore, the form eve 
asks if the church library has 
vertical files, how much the 
preacher made, what the 
church gave to the temper- 
ance league, and the zip code 
of the organist. 

The church letter is an im- 
portant document. Prepared 
basically for the association 
each year, copies go to the 
Southern Baptist Convention

It is not too late in most counties of the state for 
Christians to use their votes to make their counties

m Tn some counties it is too laté. Areas-which already 
have voted cannot have another election for two years. 
» Since this is written before August 2, it is impossi- 
ble to know the outcome of the voting which is sched- 
uled for many counties on that day. Dry forces are 
making a valiant fight in many counties, and should 
win some of the elections. 

In the eight elections already held, however, the 
wets have won in every case. It seems evident that the 
reason the drys lost, is that so many .of them simply 
did not bother to go to the polls. é' 

An example is Harrison. county. This county, be- 
cause of its past history, was expected to-go wet, but 
it was amazing that it took only 22% of the eligible elec- 
tors casting wet votes, to win.the election. Only 35% 
of the voters in the county went to the polls, and of 

who did go 13% (of the total number of eligible 
voters) voted dry. 65%. ofthe citizens did not bother to 
go to the polls.

THE GOOD SAMARITAN | 


“But a certain Samaritan 

. Came that way” (Lk. 10: 
33). 

If modern readers are sur- 
prised to read that a priest 
and Levite refused to give aid 
to a wounded man (vv. 31-32), 
Jesus’ original listeners were 
even more surprised to hear 
that a Samaritan did render 
him aid. In the eyes of the 
Jews He was the most un- 


likely one to do so. For the: 


Jews and Samaritans - hated 
and despised one another. 
This attitude stemmed from 
the conflicts between the orig- 
inal tribes of Israel, and was 
deepened by the division into 
the kingdoms of Israel and 
Judah. Following the fall of 
the former, the better class 
-of -Israelites. was taken. into 
the Assyrian captivity. For- 
eigners were brought in who 
intermarried with the remain- 


' der of the Israelites to pro- 


duce the Samaritan race. Sub- 
sequently a rival to the Je- 
rusalem temple was built on 
Mt. Gerizim in Samaria. Fol- 
lowing the return of Jews 
from the Babylonian captiv- 


~ ity, Samaritans sought to pre- — 


in the 


: Gospels. It was rooted in ra- 


cial, political, and religious 
differences. ; 

Imagine the surprise to the 
Jewish lawyer (v.25) when 
Jesus related the compassion- 
ate acts of the Samaritan. Lit- 
erally, ‘he came down upon” 
the wounded man. But he did 
not sidestep him. Instead, he 
“immediately bound up (aor- 
ist) his wounds, keeping on 
pouring on (present tense) 
oil and wine” (v.34). Oil and 
wine were common remedies 
for such. Hippocrates pre-

Why One Church Decided To, Use 
The Life And Work Curriculum 


NASHV?ELE — Southern 
Baptist churches are faced 
with a duet of decisions: Shall 
we order the new Life and 
Work Curriculum? How much 
shall we order? 

An inquiry to the first 
church to order Life and Work 
Curriculum literature brought 
a response which may help 
other churches. — 

Dr. W. Morris Ford, pastor 
of First Baptist Church, Long- 
view, Tex., said, ‘‘Our church 
in business conference voted 
to use the new curriculum 
materials. We began last fall 
discussing Life and Work at 
every opportunity.” 

The minister of edycation, 
Louie L. Wilkinson, called at- 
tention to~articles about the 
new curriculum as they ap- 
peared in monthly periodicals.

“We have placed a great 


- emphasis on the foundation of 


the curriculum—the Bible 
study materials," said Dr. 


Ford. ‘“‘The survey to be used 
the first six months, the thor- 
ough study of individual books 
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of the Bible, the new teach- 
ing guide as a quarterly for 
teachers, the enlarged ‘Sun- 
day School Builder,’ the ‘Life 
and Work Lesson Annual’ for 
the church year — all these 
have helped us see the won- 
derful Bible study opportunity 
provided through the new 
curriculum materials.” 

Another feature which ap- 
peals to the Longview church 
is the correlation of Training 
Union and other materials 
with the Bible study materi- 
als. ‘‘This is very important 
to us as we plan our work for 
1966-67,"" Dr. Ford comment- 
ed. “The unit ‘How to Study 
the Bible’ should prove to be 
unusually helpful as we be- 
gin the survey-Bible study in 
Sunday school.” 

Wilkinson added, ‘‘In view 
of the importance of adults in 
the life of a church, I feel 
that the Life and Work Cur- 
riculum can help meet a spe- 
cific need — a need for study 
materials planned from the 
very beginning for use by 


‘Southern Baptist adult depart- 


ments and classes.”

ROMANS 1:16 : ‘ 

This is a question which seems to have plagued man- 
kind for almost two centuries. It seems that there is practi- 
cally no end to the books, magazines, newspaper articles 
written, and sermons preached on the sub- 
ject. Throughout the years thére has been 2 
great diversity of definition, opinion, and de- 
scription of Christianity. All agree that Chris- 
tianity is a religion—some feel just another 
religion. It is very difficult, if“not impossi- 
bie, to give a definition of Christianity.*Thus 
the answer may lie in giving a description 
of Christianity.as a religion. 

FIRST—Christianity is a religion of joy, 
of happiness. The apostle Paul calls it “The 
Good News”. :

. SECOND—Christianity is a réligion of a person. 

A person who is a divine human person. 

A person who loves sinful man enough to take his sins to 
the cross. ° 

A person who won the victory over sin and death. 

A person who died and yet is alive forever more. 

A person who became poor that man might be made rich. 

A person who became sin that man might be made 
righteous: Regardless of all the new theology of all the ultra- 
intellectuals, there has never been developed a Christian re- 
ligion other than that based on the virgin born Son of God, 
the Divine-Human God-Man who came into the world, lived 
a sinless life, performed untold numbers of miracles, died on 
Calvary's cross for the sins of man, rose from the dead, 
ascended back to the Father, will return again in consum- 
mation of his kingdom.
